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Former 
prosecutor, 
county in 
dispute 
over 
payments

At a time when most governmental agen- 
cies are pinching pennies to maintain staff 
and operations, the former Crawford 
County Prosecuting Attorney has filed a 


lawsuit against the county for money he - 


believes he is owed. 

Attorney John Huss, who served as the 
Crawford County Prosecutor for over 30 
years, filed a two-count small claims law- 
suit in Crawford County District Court 
against Crawford County. The smallest 
legal venue in which a party may file a civil 
case, small claims court only allows a 
plaintiff to seek up to $3,000. 

Huss is seeking to be paid $1,201.44 
from Crawford County. 

The first count of Huss’ small claims 
lawsuit involves work he completed as a 
special prosecutor in Clare County. 

In early 2009, Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everett Ayers was appointed by 
the Michigan Attorney General’s Office to 
prosecute criminal matters in Clare County 
as a special assistant attorney general. The 
appointment was made due to a conflict 
created when Clare County Prosecutor 
Michelle Ambrozaitis was elected to office. 
Ambrozaitis had represented some of the 
defendants as a defense attorney that she 
would have been charged to prosecute. 

In mid-2009, Huss was appointed as a

Airfield tree harvest begins

Harvesting trees to 


address safety and security 
at the Grayling Army 
Airfield and Crawford 
County Air Terminal began 
last week. 

The Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) 
requires that airport person- 
nel receive training in 
implementing a Wildlife 
Management Program. 

Airports that receive FAA 
funds are mandated to reach 


agreements and follow 

guidelines to  imitigate 

potential hazards. _ 
Cutting trees at the 


Grayling Army Airfield will 
assist in the wildlife abate- 
ment program. A plethora 
of deer, coyotes, seagulls, 
geese and turkeys have been 
spotted at the airfield, along 
with sporadic sightings of 
porcupines, said Sgt. Ist 


Class Chris Cook, the 
Grayling Army Ai\jrfield 
manager. | 


Cutting the trees will also 
provide a better access road 
to patrol the security fence 
at the airfield. Airfield staff 
will be able to identify holes 
cut in the fence much quick- 
er. Hunters, thieves and .van- 
dals cut these holes. 

Tree growth at the airfield 
has also caused obstructions 
on the airfield itself as well 
as approaches to the run- 
ways. This will always be 
a problem as long as the 
trees continue to grow but 
will disappear once they are 
removed, Cook said. 

Eliminating all but 60 
meters of trees around the 
perimeter will reduce the 
habitat that the wildlife can 
live in at the airfield, mak- 
ing aviation much safer at 
the Grayling Army Airfield, 
especially for fixed wing 


traffic, while providing for 
noise abatement. 

“We are just removing 
some obstructions from the 
airspace itself?” Cook said. 


“There are just a number of 
reasons ‘for taking the trees 


down,” 

Northern Timberlands, a 
Vanderbilt-based company, 
was the contractor hired to 
manage the tree harvesting, 
while Woodlands, Inc. 
from Alpena is cutting the 
trees and hauling the timber. 

Cook said Camp 
Grayling officials wanted to 
inform the public that the 
Wildlife Management 
Program is moving forward. 
Tree cutting will be com- 


pleted by the end of the. 


Martch.. 

“This is specifically at the 
airfield, not anywhere else 
on camp,” Cook said.

He did wear a necktie, 
however, in his appearance 
before a joint legislative ses- 
sion in prime television 
time. 

Having helped prepare 
State of the State messages a 
couple of times many years 
ago, I know it can be an 
onerous task for a governor 
and his/her staff. 

It also can be a launching 
pad for new programs and 
fresh ideas along with a cer- 
(ain amount of chest-pound- 
ing about recent gubernator- 
ial achievements. 

Gov. Snyder and his crew 
obviously took an easier 
way out, but that’s all right. 

* OK * 

AS FAR AS IT can tell 
from reading the newspa- 
pers, Michiganians can look 
forward in the coming 
months to working on many 
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of the Snyder agenda items 
put into motion during his 
first year in office, as well as 
several issues set aside dur- 
ing the tax changes and 
spending rebuilding which 
occupied much of 2011.

More business tax relief 
also is on Gov. Snyder’s 
mind, this time by modify- 
ing or lifting taxes on per- 
sonal property. 

These taxes on the value 
of machinery and equipment 
are levied by cities, town- 
ships, school districts and 
other local units of govern- 
ment and often provide the 
meat and potatoes of paying 
for local government ser- 
vices, If this money is taken 
away from local government 
by new state laws, it should 
be replaced, 

Figuring out how to pull 
Detroit and other local gov- 
ernment units away from 
dollar destitution also is 
high on Gov. Snyder’s agen- 
da. The emergency manager 
system, even with all its 
faults, in some form likely 
will continue to be key. 

He talked of some other 
initiatives too, so all in all, 
2012 appears to be a busy 
and troublesome year ahead 
for state government.

pomp and puffery of the 
usual State of the State mes- 
sage by a governor may well 
be overplayed, as Gov. 
Snyder’s approach this year 
may suggest. 

The state constitution of 
1963 requires an annual 
message from the governor 
to the legislature about 
what’s going on. 

Article V, Section 17 
about the Executive Branch 
spells out this directive: 

“The governor shall com- 


municate by message to the | 


legislature at the beginning 
of each session and may at 
other times present to the 
legislature information as to 
the affairs of the state and - 
recommend measures he 
considers necessary of 
desirable.” 

Similar language was in 
the 1908 constitution as 
well. 

Television growth in the 
last half century or so has 
helped make the State of the 
State message a prand affair, 
but the governor could ful- 
fill her/his constitutional 
obligation by sending the 
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balanced deficit reduction 


The past year has been an 
unusually challenging and 
stressful one for our nation 
and for Michigan. As we 
look forward to 2012, I'd 
like to share with you my 
thoughts about a tough year 
just completed and about the 
year to come. 

Twin challenges in 2011 — 
the need to grow the econo- 
my and to reduce the deficit 
-~ dominated 2011 and will 
demand our attention again 
this year. 

The past year included 
some heartening signs that 
steps we took in the after- 
math of the financial crisis 
are bearing fruit. The unem- 
ployment rate, both in 
Michigan and nationally, 
has fallen in the last year. 
Michigan and the nation 
benefitted from some small 
business job-creation pro- 
grams that I helped author: 
the State Small Business 
Credit Initiative, modeled 
after a Michigan program 
that helps small businesses 
get the capital they necd to 
grow; and the Intermediary 
Lending Pilot Program, 
which helps nonprofits 
boost small businesses in 
their local communities. 
These programs will contin- 
ue to help create Michigan 
jobs in 2012. 

Unfortunately, too often 
our jobs-related efforts in 
2011 were sidetracked by 
brushes with disaster. For 
late July, 
Congress dawdled and then 
barely avoided financial cat- 
astrophe by raising the fed- 
eral government’s debt 
limit. 

As part of the agreement 
to avert that disaster, we 
passed a series of deep 
spending cuts, and we estab- 
lished a- “supercommittee” 
tasked with finding agree- 
ment on at least $1.2 billion 


in additional deficit reduc- | 


tion over the next 10 years. 


“When they could not reach 
ah agreement, the law trig- 


gered automatic, across-the- 
board spending cuts that 
will take effect in 2013. 

Those automatic cuts are 
unacceptable. Avoiding 
those drastic cuts and mak- 
ing real progress on deficit 
reduction will be our most 
important task in 2012. 

The only path to true 
deficit reduction is a bal- 
anced path - one that 
includes both spending cuts 
and revenue increases, and 
one that ensures that all 
Americans, not just middle- 
class families, share in the 
sacrifice. 

In September, I outlined a 
seven-point plan to restore 
revenues along with spend- 
ing cuts to reduce the 
deficit. | will continue mak- 
ing the case in the coming 
year for a balanced 
approach to deficit reduc- 
tion because it offers the 
only real hope for avoiding 
draconian automatic cuts 
that would make our nation 
less safe and our families 
less secure. 

Despite these challenges, 
f remain optimistic about 
our future, because we saw 
lots of encouraging signs in 
2011. 

First, the U.S. auto indus- 
try, and manufacturing more 
generally, continued a 
remarkable rebound. 
Domestic carmakers contin- 
ued to create jobs. These 
‘successes validate the 
investments taxpayers have 
made in preserving domes- 
tic manufacturing. 

We also made progress in 
protecting consumers dur- 
ing 2011. In April, the 
Permanent Subcommittee 
on Investigations, which I 
chair, released the results of 
more than two years of 
investigation into the causes 
of the financial crisis, This 
bipartisan report highlighted 
the unrestrained greed, 
heedless risk-taking and 
conflicts of interest that 
nearly sank us into a second 


by 


Great Depression. 

The hearings we held in 
2010 as part of our investi- 
gation helped set the stage 
for passage of Wall Street 
reform legislation, and in 
2011, our task was to 
encourage regulatory agen- 
cies to forcefully implement 
the new law. [Il continue 
pressing regulators in 2012 
to put a cop back on the beat 
on Wall Street. 

] also serve as chairman 
of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, and in 
2011, we succeeded in guid- 
ing a defense authorization 
act through Congress for the 
50th consecutive year. This 
bill ensures that our troops 
and their families will have 
the support they need to 
keep us safe, and it includes 
other important policies, 
including tough new sanc- 


tions against Iran that 
already are having an 


impact, and can help us pre- 
vent Iran from acquiring 
nuclear weapons. 

But perhaps the most 
important national security 
development of 2011 was 
the end of the war in Iraq 
and the withdrawal of our 
troops. Our strategy in 
Afghanistan — a strategy to 
prepare Afghan institutions 
to take responsibility for 
their own security ~ is mov- 
ing forward, and 2012 will 
be a crucial year in prepar- 
ing Afghan security forces 
to assume responsibility for 
the security of the entire 
country by the end of 2014, 

We are coming through 
the worst financial crisis in 
generations, two difficult 
wars, and we survived a 
series of often discouraging 
and polarizing political bat- 
tles. I look forward to 2012 
optimistic about our future 
and determined to work for 
solutions that work for 
Michigan and our nation.

Conservation 
District to sell 
trees, plants 
this spring 


Each spring, the 
Crawford-Roscommon 
Conservation District pro- 
vides residents the opportu- 
nity to 
seedlings, native wildflower 
bulbs/roots and wildflower 
seed. This year they have 
added Michigan native gar- 
dens. 

Conifers (evergreens) are 
sold in seedling, transplant 
and plug sizes. 

* A seedling has been ina 
seedbed for two years. 

* A transplant is grown as 
a seedling, then transplant- 
ed to a larger bed for anoth- 
er year or two to develop 
thicker and stronger root 
systems. 

* A plug is germinated 
from seed in ‘plugs’ of peat 
moss and other organic 
material for one to two 
years. Since the roots are 
established in the plug of 
dirt, they begin to put out 
new root growth and top 
growth fairly quickly. They 
experience much less stress 
during transplanting on 
your property as bare root 
trees do. 

Type of conifers available 
this spring are Red and 
White Cedar; Douglas Fir; 
Hemlock; Jack, Red and 
White Pine; Blue, Norway 
and White Spruce; and 
Tamarack, 

Hardwoods will arrive at 
a one to three foot height. 
Available are: American 
Chestnut; American Plum; 
Birch; Hazelnut; Hybrid 
Poplar; Red and Sugar 
Maple; Mt. Ash; Pin, Red 
and White Oaks and Sumac.

Medicare fraud 
leads the list of 10 
top senior scams 


Medicare Fraud made the 
top of the list of the ten 
most common scams target- 
ing seniors, according to the 
National Council on Aging 


(NCOA). 
NCOA says that financial 
scams targeting seniors 


have become so common 
they are now considered 
“the crime of the 21st 
Century. * 

The NCOA reports that 
the number one senior scam 
for 2011 is 
Medicare/Health Insurance 
Fraud. All U.S. citizens 
older than 65 qualify for 
Medicare. Scam artists 
know this; criminals do not 
have to do research to find 
their victims. “Medicare 
beneficiaries are easy prey,” 
said Susan Bowen, 
Coordinator of Medicare 
Medicaid Counseling in 
Crawford County. “Most 
beneficiaries have a supple- 
mental policy that picks up 
what Medicare does not 
pay, leaving seniors vulner- 
able to pitches for services 
or equipment.” 

Criminals may pose as a 
Medicare representative, or 
they will solicit older peo- 
ple to purchase home health 
services of equipment. 
They seli them bad insur- 
ance policies. Medicare 
loses an estimated $50 bil- 
lion a year nationally to 
health care swindlers. 

The NCOA and _ the 
Medicare Medicaid 
Assistance Program 
(MMAP) advise older peo- 
ple to: 

* be suspicious of sales- 
people claiming equipment 
or services are free; 

* review their Medicare 
Summary Notice for billing 


errors; 

* avoid agreeing to med- 
ical goods from telemar- 
keters, like diabetes test 
strips or prescription drugs; 

* know the procedures 
and care their doctors per- 
formed; 

* contact MMAP, Inc. 
toll free, 1-800-803-7174 
about possible scams or 
with questions about their 
billing. 

Bowen adds, “Crawford 
citizens have received mail- 
ings with wording and 
graphics that look like a 
government agency is con- 
tacting them, but they are 
misleading and very deceiv- 


ing. 
Ann Weir, Medicare 
Medicaid Assistance 


Program fraud specialist, 
said, “These pseudo agen- 
cies use scare tactics to trick 
people into giving over per- 
sonal information that can 
be used in scams. We cau- 
tion seniors from giving 
personal information over 
the phone or to someone 
who says they are calling 
from your bank or a govern- 
mental agency. Your finan- 
cial institution already 
knows your bank account 
number. Government insti- 
tutions have it, too. There is 
no reason to ask you for it.” 
MMARP, Inc. is a free coun- 
seling service for Medicare 
beneficiaries. Counselors 
explain Medicare state- 
ments, insurance choices, 
prescription drug enroll- 
ment, and counsel on suspi- 
cious activily that involves 
Medicare reimbursement. 
Crawford County has vol- 
unteer counselors who are 
reached by calling 1-800- 
803-7174 or 989 358-4612.

special assistant prosecuting 
attorney for Clare County. 
Ayers subsequently 
requested that Huss take 
over his entire caseload in 


. Clare County. 


Between July 2009 until 
July 2010, Huss prosecuted 
a number of criminal cases 
utilizing a secretary in the 
Crawford County 
Prosecuting Altorney’s 
office as a typist. 

At the request of Chief 
46th Trial Court Judge Janet 
M. Allen and Crawford 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo, the secretary was 
asked to perform the work 
for Huss after hours to free 
her up to work on the cur- 
rent caseload being handled 
by the Crawford County 
Prosecutor’s Office. 

Huss agreed and was 
billed by the secretary at a 
rate of $20 per hour for the 
typing services. Huss paid 
the bill, but sought reim- 
bursement from Clare 
County. 

In May 2010, Clare 
County informed Huss that 
it would not pay him for 
cost he incurred for the typ- 
ing, citing a state law 
regarding the appointment 
of special prosecuting attor- 
neys. The law states the 
county of the disqualified 
prosecutor is liable for the

cost of prosecution with the 
exception of personnel 
costs. 

Huss then sought reim- 
bursement from Crawford 
County, but the county has 
refused to pay. 

In response to the small 
claims lawsuit, Compo 
argued that Huss’ request to 
use the prosecuting attorney 
office’s staff during normal 
working hours was too dis- 
ruptive to the office. At the 
time, Ayers and Don 
Sommerfeld, the assistant 
Crawford County 
Prosecutor, were busier than 
the office was during Huss’ 
tenure, Compo said in his 
response to the small claims 
lawsuit. Finally, Compo 
argued that Huss’ repeated 
demands for services were 
counterproductive to the 
operation of the prosecutor's 
office. 

Compo argues that the 
payment to Huss should be 
denied because it should be 
considered as an allowable 
expense as 4 contracted ser- 
vice. The county also does 
not believe Huss paid 
applicable taxes, Worker's 
Compensation Insurance, 
State of Michigan 
Unemployment Insurance or 
other personnel — costs 
assumed under fringe bene- 
fits. Finally, Compo argues 
that the secretarial services

should be considered like an 
investigator or expert wit- 
ness for the prosecution of 
the cases and was never cor- 
rectly invoiced. Compo said 
Crawford County taxpayers 
should not be Hable for 
expenses for Clare County 
cases. 

In the second count of 
Huss’ small claims case, he 
argues that the county owes 
him over $700 in longevity 
pay. 

Longevity is a benefit pre- 
dominantly for public sector 
employees. The purpose of 
longevity pay is to provide 
long-term, public sector . 
employees a monetary 
stipend to award their con- 
tinued employment because 
in many cases that were 
underpaid in relation of their 
private sector counterparts, 
Compo said. 

Huss maintains he is 
owed longevity pay because 
he worked over 30 years as 
the Crawford County 
Prosecuting Attorney before 
his position was terminated 
at midnight on Dec. 31, 
2008. 
Compo agrees that Huss’ 
position with the county was 
terminated with the county 
on Dec. 31, although he was 
never on site working from 
Dec. 19 through the balance 
of the year, Compo said. 

The date of Huss’ 
employment with Crawford 
County was Jan. I, 1981, 


- making his anniversary date 


Jan. 1, Compo said. 

Huss was not employed 
on Jan, 1, 2009, therefore he 
was not eligible for the 
longevity benefit since he 
was no longer serving the 
citizens of Crawford 
County. 

Had Huss been the prose- 
cuting attorney on Jan. 1, 
2009, he would have been 
eligible for a payment of 
$630, Compo said. _

Dean, the son of the late 
Dr. Fraser M. Dean, the 
superintendent of Crawford 
AuSable School District, 
1973-1978 lives on the East 
Branch of the AuSable River 
and began his wrestling 
career under the guidance of 
Coaches Ferguson — and 
Bedford. Dean has not for- 
gotten his time in Crawford 
County or his coaches and 
continues to keep in contact.
